St. John’s, Newfoundland, 3)ec- 
ember 9.—Lying at the tug compa- 
ny’s wharf in this port is the life- 
boat Uraad, Captain Olaf Martin 


Brude, The Uraad is a maritime cu- 


riosity and before long will be on 
exhibition in New York, for which 
port she will sail im 9 short time. 


Shc has just been sailed across the 


Atlantic in the hope that she would 
be able to reach the Mississippi and 
up that river te the St. Louis ex- 
position. lt is pow teo late to reach 
the goal. 

Captain Brude buili his boat to win 
the prize of a million franes which 
the French Govermment offered for 
a lifeboat which weuld yeduce the 
loss of life to a minimum in mariné 
accidents. ce 

it was to prove his boat’s seawor- 
thiness that Captain Brude made the 
voyage across the Atlantic. In con- 
struction the Uraad js egg-shaped, 
nighteen feet long, eight feet wide, 

eight feet deep. She carries 2 

rie mast near the pointed sose, 
to which a little lateen sail is hois- 
ted. In the centre of her oval deck 
is a small tewtr for observation 
curposes, while near the stem and 
stern are two hatchways just large 
enovgh for a man’s -body to enter, 
and these are closed from the inside, 
making the little craft absolutely 
watertight. She is built of steel, 
onvecighth tf an inch thick, is 4.74 
‘tons gross, and her huil is perfect- 
ly oval. She is steered by an ardin- 
arv tiller from the inside, as it would 
be too dangerous to atiempt staao- 
ding on her sloping decks, especially 
in a heavy storm. x ‘

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting & 
ane 26, which has not been tome- 
steaded, or reserved to previde wood 
lets fer settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
ang person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 

tion, of 150 acres ,more or less. 
ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 


gration, Winnipeg, or the local = > 
for the district in which the land ie 
situate, receive autherity for eeme 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $16.00 is charged for a homestead 


entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A _ settier 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Aet 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
apon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 


years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person wha 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
uoder the provisiona of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Aot as to residence pricr to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead. or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
eribed bg this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to ebtaining patent may 
be gatisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead ie in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity ef his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to regidence may be satisfied by 
residence upon saia tand. 

{The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same townebip 
or an adjoining or cornering town- | 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of ths 
provisions cf Clauses 2, 2, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings for their ascommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
ana have besides 89 acres substan- 
feroed. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties upon 
thei: first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889, 

avery homesteader who fails to 
coinply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalied, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local] agent, sub-agent, oF 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, st Ottawa, ~* his intention 
to do aa. | 

Inforcmation.—Newly . ‘ved immi- 
grants will receive at the Immigra- | 
tion Office. in Winnipeg, or at any | 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that ars oper 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expenae, advice and as- 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land. 
timber, coa! and mineral laws, as well ; 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained upon application to 
the Secretary of the Department eof 
the Interior, Ottawa, the Commis 
sioner of Immigration, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, or to any of the Dominion 
Lands Agents in Manitoba er _ the 
Northwest Territories.
